racter, the proprivtor of the Fanorama of the River
Thomes cffers to the publie the followd
facts, in regard to the origin and production of that pic
ture—The Insinuation thet most of the rcenes repre-
rented revemble many of the views in ** Tombleson's Book
of the Thames,' is ratlier an evidenes of i« truthfulness
than 1 but, on compurison, it will be found (hat
there Is no greater differcnce between the ropresenta-
tions of the same places, than is tble with fidelity
on the part of the two prodacers. When two different
artists are depletlmf.txl;e game scenes, there must neces-
sarily be some similarity, providing that bof ¥ any re-
fnrd to the truth fo their delineations. Aa 1o 'the title,
he writer knows that that is used in the posscssive casc,
as it s khown, by reference to the Yrogrnmmn and sdver-
tisements who the artists are; andl lay no other elaim to
it than that of proprietor and general ma r of its pro-
duction. The writer in the Sun says that Windsor Castle,
Staines, Twickenham, Lambeth ;:!Mv, and the new
Houres of Parll ) ATe rej uted on the same side of
the river, This assertion is utterly false, emch of these
reenes being represented in its resl eltuation, as repards
the river; and individual who makes it betrays total
iguorance of the localities, as well na want of knowle lge
of panoramic art. Where it was noeessary to show pro-
minent features, the artists have not only changed from
one gide to the other, but frequently given views of both
sides in one rcene, an, for instance, Lambeth Paluvce,
Vauxhall Bridge, and part of London. This {3 nlways ex-
plained by the lecturer at the time, so that uo one who
does not wixh it cun misunderstand. In reforence to the
markats in London, any one who is at all familiar with
them will bear evidence to the enormous sige of some of
the vegctuble productions of Englund; and there are fow
Englishmen who will not eeriily to the truth of this
theteh.
